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A Modern Miracle among the Blind 


HE astonishing picture on the cover of 

the RECORD will no doubt make all who 
see it ask, “What does it mean?”’ It is too 
lifelike to be a fancy sketch, and yet what 
can it mean? 

Dr. Kirkbride gives the explanation of the 
picture in his annual report as follows: 

One day last year a woman, without sight, 
was led into the office who wanted to pro- 
cure the Gospel of John in raised characters. 
‘The volume was not for herself, but for an 
inmate of an Institution for disabled men in 
one of the suburbs of Chicago. Her story, 
which follows, illustrates how “‘fact is stranger 
‘than fiction.’’ 

“William McPherson left Inverness, Scot- 
land, in 1883 and came to America to make 
his fortune. Although reared in a Christian 
‘home, he had never accepted Christ as his 
‘personal Saviour, and in the wilds of Wyoming 
the drifted far from God. Influenced by the 
sexample and pleadings of a friend, he became 
sa Christian and united with the church. The 
‘friends separated soon after, and William for- 
feited the saving grace of God and lapsed into 
sa life of sin. 

‘““He was the superintendent of a large 
stone quarry in Colorado. One morning an 
impatient command to a workman, and a too 
hurriedly applied fuse to a charge of dyna- 
mite, caused an explosion which left him al- 
ost dead, with both eyes blinded and both 
hands gone. He finally found refuge in this 
ome, to which he had contributed in his 
2arlier years. Here the monotonous loneliness 
of his lot seemed unbearable. In his afflic- 
tion he turned again to the compassionate 
sod and received grace and pardon. His 
chief regret was that he was unacquainted 
ith the Bible. Loving friends read hymns 
and the Bible to him, and he committed many 
verses to memory. But these friends could 
zive him little time, and the burden of life 
xrew heavier and heavier. One day the min- 
ster made an address at the Home and in 
t told this story: “A poor blind woman, 
hose only pleasure in life was derived 
rom reading the Word of God, lost the 
ense of touch, and stooping down one day to 
iss her Bible a sad good-by, found she could 
liscern the raised letters with her lips.’ 


‘McPherson thought often of the story and 
prayed that he might have another oppor- 
tunity to read the wonderful Words of Life. 
His prayer was answered. A blind lady, em- 
ployed by the state to teach the blind, taught 
him the alphabet of raised letters, which he 
picked out with his tongue. Morning, noon, 
and at all hours of the night he wrestled with 
that sheet of raised letters, until in three weeks 
he had read and committed to memory the first 
chapter of John. 

““A kind lad made the frame which is shown 
in the picture on the cover of the REecorp. 
The shelf is arranged with pulleys and weights, 
so that a touch of the elbow will raise or lower 
it as desired. 

“Thus in the providence of God those mes- 
sages which holy men spake as the Spirit 
gave them utterance, which have fallen like 
heavenly music on the listening ages, again 
reach the soul of William McPherson, not 
through the feeling fingers or the seeing eye, 
but through the tongue, the organ which first 
proclaimed them as caught from the lips of 
God.”’ 

The poem found on another page describ- 
ing his experiences in Scotch dialect was 
not written by Mr. McPherson, but by a sym- 
pathetic interpreter of his mind and heart 
who speaks for him. 

Apropos of this story, we think it will in- 
terest all who are interested in the blind to 
read a succinct statement of what the So- 
ciety has been able to do for the blind dur- 
ing its history. There are three kinds of 
Bibles for the blind issued by the Society: 
The Boston Line Letter, the New York 
Point, and the American Braille. There are’ 
others published by other societies and in- 
stitutions. The facts as to the three are as 
follows: 

_ Boston Line Letter.—Work was begun in 
1835 with a grant of $1,000 to Dr. S. G. Howe 
to aid his experiments. 

From 1837 to March 31, 1913, the Society 
has issued in this style 26,140 ee at a 
cost of $41,824. 

New York Point.—in 1894 Mr. Wait’s in- 
vention of the New York Point system was 
taken up by the American Bible Society, and 
plates for printing the Bible were made at a 
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cost of $1,839. The whole number of vol- 
umes in this system up to March 31, 1913, is 
14,994. The cost of this work has been 
$29,419. 

American Braille.—The Missouri School for 
the Blind has prepared a set of plates in 
the American Braille system and placed them 
in the hands of the American Bible Soci- 
ety, to use in printing the Scriptures in this 


system. 
The first issues of the New Testament were 
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made in 1911. The Old Testament has been 
printed as far as through Job. 

In this system 1,030 volumes have been is- 
sued March 31, 1913, at a cost of $1,771.60. 

The aggregate expenditure of the American 
Bible Society in printing Scriptures for the 
blind has been $73,014.60. 

A fund exists, created by donations, which 
enables the Society to supply the blind at 
much less than cost, and even without charge 
when this is necessary.

Two Southern Agencies in 1912 


A HE Presbyterian Assemblies meeting at Atlanta in May will be especially interested to 
know that Bible distribution is carried on in Atlanta, Ga., by two Agencies of the 
‘American Bible Society—the South Atlantic Agency and the Agency for Colored People. 


The South Atlantic Agency 


The South Atlantic Agency is under the 

‘charge of the Rev. M. B. Porter, who re- 
sports this year special effort among the for- 
seigners of Atlanta. Mr. Philip Massoud 
‘found a colony of 700 Greeks to whom he 
soffered the New Testament, but found them 
‘filled with the prejudice which haunts the Greek 
»man, that nothing but the Ancient Greek Tes- 
-tament was permissible, and would not read a 
\Modern Greek Testament. Syrians, of whom 
sthere were about 150 of various religions and 
ssects—Greek Orthodox, Catholics, Maronites, 
‘Moslems, Druses, and Shutes—were more 
gapproachable; and still fewer Chinese, Ital- 
-ians, Spaniards, and other Europeans, with a 
‘few Turks and Mohammedans. 
This, however, is but a small part of the 
swork of this Agency. From his headquarters 
sin Richmond, Mr. Porter and his band of col- 
»porteurs and other helpers, sixty in all, have 
‘traveled 30,574 miles, visited 400 towns and 
villages, and distributed over one hundred 
‘thousand copies of the Scriptures during the 
jyear among American and foreign-born peo- 
ple. One of them, describing his various ex- 
periences among Greeks, Cubans, Italians, as 
well as Americans, makes this comment, 
which is interesting because it connects the 
work among white people very closely and 
sympathetically with that done among the 
colored people: 


There has recently been in this community 
an era of church building among the colored 
population. During the past year as many as 
three churches, representing three different 
colored denominations, were erected at a cost 
of $12,000 each. Some of them are finer and 
larger than any of the buildings in which the 
whites worship. I was treated with courtesy 
by both white and colored ministers. 

* ne * * * * 

Mr. Porter continues as follows: 

We regard Florida as one of the most im- 
portant statesinthisAgency. There aremany 
reasons for this opinion. Chief among them 
are the wonderful natural resources of this 
state, which are inviting large investments of 
capital, and the opening of the Panama Canal. 
These, and other advantages that might be 
mentioned, would seem to indicate that Flor- 
ida has a great industrial future before it. 
This being true, it makes our work of stra- 
tegic importance in this state. We have tried 
to realize the importance of the present con- 
dition and future outlook in this portion of 
our territory, and, as far as our resources 
would permit, we have endeavored to push 
the work in this state. At different times 
during the year we have had at work in 
Florida three colporteurs and five correspond- 
ents, and in addition to the Scriptures which 
these men have distributed, we have sent 


into the state as donations direct from the 


depository, 15,000 Gospels and about 500 
Bibles and Testaments. 
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The Agency for Colored People 


HE Rev. Dr. J. P. Wragg has charge of 
the work of the Agency among Colored 
People, scattered through fifteen southern 
states. The headquarters of the Agency is 
in Atlanta, where Dr. Wragg lives, and he is 
therefore able to give personal attention to 
the needs of the colored population in that re- 
gion. He reports a distribution of 42,269 
copies, fourteen persons having been em- 
ployed in the distribution, who have traveled 
more than twenty thousand miles, and visited 
nearly 250 towns and villages. 

Some of the incidents of the work are as 
follows: 

Mr. Braboy, who has worked Thomasville, 
Fitzgerald, Valdosta, Dublin, Hawkinsville, 
Fort Valley, and Cordele, also a great many 
adjoining small towns, all in Georgia, has 
found some goats who were willing to help 
him carry his load of Bibles. These goats 
are very gentle, and will stand while he is 
trying to read the Word of God to the peo- 
ple. Of course this wagon attracts attention, 
and as the people gather to see the Bible 


Cyclones and Floods 


HE Rev. Dr. S. H. Kirkbride, of the 
Northwestern Agency, sends us a re- 
markable picture of the effects of the terrific 
cyclone in Omaha, Neb. The man in the pic- 
ture with the satchel is Mr. G. A. Perkins, one 
of Dr. Kirkbride’s colporteurs. In another 
part of the city the following incident took 
place as described by Mr. Perkins the morn- 
ing after the cyclone: 

A small group of homeless men and women, 
black and white, met in front of the home of 
Mrs. Mary Green, 1924 North Twenty-fourth 
Street, this morning for prayer. All were 
homeless, and not one but had either lost 
someone dear to him or had some relative in 
one of the hospitals. As representing the 
American Bible Society, I was distributing 
Bibles free to those in the crowd, and, with 
bared heads, they stood in the snow, while 


one of their number turned to the Psalms | 


and read, ‘“‘ The Lord is my shepherd, I shall 
not want.”

My home was blown to atoms, 
and even the small change which I had in my 
purse is gone.

A colored man stepped into the circle as the 
meeting was about to break up, and said: 

‘Say, white man, I suppose you couldn’t 
give me one of those Bibles, could you?

I haven’t a thing in the world, but if you’ll 
give me one of those I’ll have something to 
start with.’’ 


The Rev. Dr. Geo. S. J.. Browne, of our 
Central Agency, writes us from Cincinnati 
after we had telegraphed him in the days of 
anxiety in the floods of deep waters: 


Many thanks for your telegram and offer of 
assistance. God has been very good to us in 
the office, and we will none of us suffer any 
loss. Our mails and freight are all badly —-

of commission. While the whole Miami val- 
ley has been swept with devastation and deso- 
lation, and multitudes of lives lost, and while 
we have a large number of relatives and 
friends who have been seriously exposed, 
still we have not heard of any losing life, al- 
though many have badly damaged property. 
I have in my home now two ladies who were 
marooned in their home on the second floor 
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in Hamilton from Monday 
1 p.m. until Friday morn- 
ing, while a current twenty 
feet deep swept through 
the street in front of their 
home, and no boat could 
live init. This resulted in 
the breaking of both reser- 
voir and levee. The papers 
have not overdrawn the 
conditions, except we may 
not have as large loss of 
life, but whole families 
were swept down the Mi- 
ami, and bodies are now 
being found fifteen miles 
away. Our own Ohio Riv- 
er is near the flood limit of 
1884 in Cincinnati, and the 
crest of the flood reaches us 
to-morrow noon. Business 
has ceased except to care 
for the suffering and hungry. The world is 
still akin, as shown by everybody giving lib- 
erally of means and clothing and food. Day- 
ton and Hamilton will needs be rebuilt; many 
other towns are almost wiped out. The whole 
state has suffered badly; likewise Indiana. 
We have neither mail nor train service for 
almost a week. The sun shines and we will 
work out of our troubles. 


The China Agency in 1912 


HE report of the China Agency for 1912 

has a surpassing interest and signifi- 
‘cance. The same thing was true indeed of 
'the reports for several previous years, but 
| this one exceeds all. The 
‘rapid and dramatic succes- 
‘sion of great events has 
; amazed the world, and men 
sit speechless, asking what 
will happen next in this 
chronicle of marvels. 

As we go to press the 
Christian Churches are pre- 
paring to observe April 
27th as a Day of Prayer 
for the Chinese Republic, 
whose founders and fathers 
stretched out appealing 
hands to the Christian 
Church, saying almost in 
the apostolic phrase, Breth-

ren, pray for us. ‘‘Behold! these shall come 
from far. . . and these from the land of Si- 
nim.’’ Is not this Scripture fulfilled in our 
ears to-day ? 


THE TEMPLE OF HEAVEN, PEKING 
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Dr. Hykes’s full report will appear later and 
will repay careful attention. Meanwhile we 
can only offer the readers of the RECORD 
some brief but significant extracts. He writes 
as follows: 

A year has passed since the inauguration 
of the new republic, and the reconstruction 
period has been remarkably free from disor- 
der. Missionaries are back at their stations, 
and pursuing their work in peace and quiet 
and under more favorable conditions than 
ever before. The outburst of ridicule with 
which the adoption of a republican form of 
government was received has died away, and 
it is generally recognized among those who 
know them best that the 
Chinese are capable of 
solving the problem of 
self-government, and 
that they will evolve the 
system under whatever 
name best suited to their 
needs. They are a very 
resourceful people, and 
will not fail in anything 
they undertake. 

Missionaries have not 
experienced any opposi- 
tion in their work from 
officials or gentry, the 
two great sources of 
trouble in the past. 
There never have been 
such favorable condi- 
tions for preaching the 
gospel. A remarkable 
thing occurred in Peking 
while I was there on my 
recent visit. The 12th 
of February was the first 
anniversary of the proc- 
lamation of the republic. 
It was to be commem- 
orated in the capital, and 
the Temple and Altar of 
Heaven and the Temple of Agriculture were 
thrown open to the public, and evangelists were 
given the tirst choice of space in the Temple of 
Agriculture for their services. 

So far as our own work is concerned, the 
opportunities are simply marvelous. Our col- 
porteurs are courteously welcomed to the 
homes of the wealthy and titled, where a year 
ago they would not have dared to so muchas 
knock at their doors. 

On the streets, in the markets, at the fairs 
the sales have been unprecedented. This is 
perhaps due to the fact that for the first time 
the people feel that they are perfectly free to 
buy if they want, and the possession of Chris- 
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tian books will not entail any trouble. At 
one of the great fairs in Peking Mr. Strong 
himself sold on an average one thousand cop- 
ies a day for twelve days. 

Another very remarkable thing is the de- 
mand for Bibles and Testaments from stu- 
dents—not only those in the mission schools, 
but those in the government schools as well. 
In some cases this may be accounted for by 
the influence of Christian teachers in the gov- 
ernment schools. In some cases these pupils 
go so far as to demand to know the teaching 
of the Bible, and the teachers were forced to 
add the Bible as a text-book to the curricu- 
lum. Literally hundreds of copies of the 
Bible have been sold to these students, who 
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before the revolution would have been con- 
spicuous by their opposition to Christianity. 
Tt is suggestive thatthe Chinese bookstores 
find - necessary to add the Scriptures to their 
stock. : 
On New Year’s Day the Temple and Altar 
of Heaven were for the first time freely 
thrown open to the public. Mr. Strong was 
given.a place on the balcony of the Temple of 
Heaven, directly opposite the main entrance, 
for selling Scriptures. This is the first time 
anyone has had official permission to sell 
Bibles and preach the gospel from this sacred 
place. He and the colporteurs continued this 
work for ten days. 
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Printing 

Last year’s report under “ Printing’’ con- 
tained these words: ‘‘ Unless the prophecies 
of those longest in Chinaand best qualified to 
judge of the probable effect of the new ré- 
gime are wrong, we shall have to print a 
much larger number next year or fail to meet 
our obligations to this people.’’ The prophe- 
cies proved to be correct. The demand for 
Scriptures was greater than ever before, but 
unfortunately we were unable to meet our ob- 
ligations to the new China. We had torefuse 
to fill orders aggregating more than 300,000 
books because we did not have the money to 
print them. We knew that the Board dealt as 
generously with China as the Society’s finances 
would permit, but we were seriously handi- 
capped by the unfavorable exchange ruling 
throughout the year. Gold realized at least 
twenty per cent less in local currency than it 
does at normal exchange, and therefore the 
money available for the manufacture of Scrip- 
tures was reduced in that proportion. We 
had to resort to all expedients to try and keep 
up with the demand from our regular staff 
and the missionaries who are co-operating 
with us. We were able to get along with 
printing 25,000 less Testaments, but this sav- 
ing was more than counterbalanced by having 
to manufacture 8,500 Bibles more than last 
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year. It was only by printing fewer of the 
more expensive Scripture portions that we 
were enabled to increase the number of the 
smaller type Gospels, and thus bring up the 
total portions printed to 16,000 more than 
1911. By refusing to supply the larger type 
books, which were much asked for, we were 
able to print nearly 200,000 more portions 
than we otherwise could. We were so hard 
pressed that our stock of Mandarin portions 
at the end of the year was reduced to less 
than 55,000 copies, not enough to last Mr. 
Strong for one month. 

The number of books printed this year is 
just below the 1911 record by 470 volumes. 
We manufactured 17,000 Bibles, 24,000 Tes- 
taments, and 1,157,030 portions, a total of 
1,198,030 volumes. 

Although not a part of Dr. Hykes’s report, 
the following letter fully illustrates the situa- 
tion therein described: 

““Vour honorable Society has issued a little 
book, written in beautiful style, so we specially 
write to tell you. Eagerly awaiting the spread 
of Christian civilization throughout this land, 
your little brothers, 

“Terr Gu Dien, 
““Wanc CHIA SHEN 
‘(Lifting the hat).”’

EV. ROBERT IRWIN came into the re- 
sponsible charge of the Society’s work 
in Siam and Laos under peculiar circum- 
stances. Formerly a missionary under the 
Presbyterian Board, he returned to Siam as 
Dr. Carrington’s assistant, and as our read- 
ers know, his chief died very suddenly, and 
the Board at once appointed Mr. Irwin 
Agent. 

The hand that ought to have written this 
report is still forever, and the notes it was 
continually making and which were invalu- 
able because of long experience, are lost. 
Like all earthly things, therefore, the re- 
port of the new Agent will be incomplete. 
Dr. Carrington and I spent the year mostly 
in different parts of the country and along 


' somewhat different lines of work, so that 


beyond two tours of five weeks together 
and a short time in Bangkok, I know very 
little of the details of his work. In the 
nine months of his service he traveled 1,974 
miles, visited fifteen chief towns, and sold 


9,159 books. 


Preparation of Scriptures 

Nearly three thousand dollars, half the 
year’s appropriation for all purposes, have 
been spent in printing the Scriptures in Sia- 
mese and Laos. Unfortunately, I have not 
with me the full list of portions printed. The 
adjustment of affairs left entangled by Dr. 
Carrington’s sudden removal consumed so 
much time that at the earliest moment I had 
to tear myself away from Bangkok to attend 
to the long neglected work in the north. iE 
am writing this report by a camp-fire in a Laos 
jungle on the way to Nan, and find myself 
hampered by the fact that in my haste I for- 
got to bring some papers necessary to full in- 
formation. Here is a partial list: Laos— 
Luke 11,500, Matthew 8,000, Ruth 12,000, I. 
John, Jonah, and James each 10,000, Peter 
and Jude 2,000, and Revelation 3,000; Sia- 
mese—Samuel 2,300, Epistles of John 20,000, 
Esther 15,000. 

The Laos Mission is to be commended for 
the energy shown in completing the transla- 
tion of the New Testament in Laos this year, 
besides some advance on the Old Testament. 
We congratulate them. The following are 
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the New Testament books completed this 
year: Ephesians and II. Corinthians by Dr. 
Campbell; I. Corinthians and Hebrews by Mr. 
Freeman; Revelation by Dr. McKean, and 
the Thessalonians by Mr. Irwin. Matthew 
has been revised by Mrs. McGilvary, and Dr. 
Dodd has made considerable progress on the 
revision of Genesis. ‘The revision committee 
of the Siam Mission has completed the re- 
vision of Numbers, Joshua, and Judges, and 
is at work on Genesis. 


Distribution 


I am glad to be able to report that, notwith- 
standing the loss of three months of Dr. Car- 
rington’s energetic colportage, there has been 
a leap upward of about fourteen thousand 
copies over last year’s record. 98,556 copies, 
mostly of Siamese, Chinese, and Laos Scrip- 
tures, have been distributed. The increase 
has been mostly in Laos, though Lower Siam 
shows a slight increase also. There is a 
greater demand for the Scriptures than ever 
before, and an increased interest in Bible 
study. A man and wife at Ban Nong Petit, 
Chieng Mai, finding so many interruptions 
during the day, study together till late into 
the night after the children are put to bed. 


Tours 


Dr. Carrington and I, accompanied by two 
Chinese colporteurs, made two tours together, 
one of four weeks to Singora, Nakawn, Sri 
Tamarat, and other large towns in the penin- 
sula; the other of one week to Petriew and 
towns up the Me Plasoi. Dr. Carrington 
made a tour of a few days to Hua Hin, the end 
of the extending railway from Petchaburi 
southward. He expected to spend a long 
time in that part of the country, but was re- 
called by the death of Hon. Hamilton King, 
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American Minister to Siam. I spent half 
the year touring in the Laos country, in Prae, 
Lakawn, Lampoon, and Chieng Mai prov- 


inces. ; 
Extension 


The Laos Mission of the Presbyterian Church 
of America is pushing forward along the lines 
laid down a year ago, though the obstacles in 
French and British territory seem insurmount- 
able, and this Agency is planning to do its 
full share of the work of putting the Gospel 
into all the broad expanse of country east and 
north. A considerable part of this unoccupied 
Laos-speaking country belongs to China, and - 
we hope that those who are leading the move- 
ment for the extension of the missionary work 
in China will see that this is really a part of 
that work, and will give us the portion of 
their goods that falleth to us, both mission 
and agency. 

During the year I have traveled 3,590 miles, 
visited fifty-three important towns and cities, 
presented the Bible cause to our thirty churches 
and congregations by sermons and hundreds 
of letters in Siamese, Laos, and English, as- 
sisted in a five days’ Bible and Workers’ con- 
ference at Nakawn, Sri Tamarat, and con- 
ducted nine Bible classes, with an average at- 
tendance of seven men, for eight days. 


Since receiving this report, Mr. Irwin writes 
from Nan, a city on the far northern frontier 
of the Laos country and where he has come 
into contact with the Yao people. These 
mountaineers live almost on the border of 
Yunnan, which is the southwesternmost prov- 
ince of China, and some of them can read 
Chinese; thus at last can Siam and Chinese 
‘“‘Bible-men’’ touch hands as they press their 
work into these vast and unknown countries. 


The Pacific Agency in 1912 


HE annual report of the Pacific Agency 
again presents a series of vivid pictures 
of life on the Pacific coast and the things done 
by the Bible and for the Bible cause. Per- 
haps the most striking impression is conveyed 
when we say that Scriptures have been dis- 
tributed during the year in fifty-seven lan- 
guages. This was accomplished by twenty- 
four persons, who traveled 36,898 miles, vis- 
ited 28,825 families, and sold and distributed 
78,975 volumes, valued at $14,294.40. So 
much for figures. 
Mr. Mell, the Agency Secretary, describes 


in his full report what we can only give some 
impressions of by extracts. The Rev. Dr. 
C. R. Hagar, a returned missionary, visited 
130 Chinese towns and sold 650 Chinese 4 
Scriptures to all sorts and conditions of China- 
men, some of them under very peculiar cir- 
cumstances. He says: ~ 


Sometimes the books were received and 
paid for across a gaming table. At other 
times even Chinese women would purchase — 
them for their children. I sold books to 
shop-keepers who had known me in China. 2 
Very often I was asked how I could dispose _ 
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of the books so cheaply. Some of the Chi- 
nese were so kindly disposed toward me and 
my work that they asked me to eat with'them, 
and even offered to give me money so that I 
could procure a meal. Occasionally during 
my preaching the Chinese would applaud, 
which shows that their stoicism is breaking 
up and that they are ready not only for the 
new in politics, but also the new in religion. 
I think more places were reached with the 
Scriptures than ever before, but there are 
still many places where Chinese live which

ought to be visited, and I believe it would be 
possible to visit the thirty-six thousand Chi- 
nese in California every two or three years 
with the Scriptures and with great spiritual 
profit to these people. 


Mr. Mell continues: 


There are about a thousand Koreans on the 
Coast, centering about San Francisco, with 
three hundred and fifty in Southern Califor- 
nia. They are chiefly cared for by the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, and the Presby- 
terian Church, but a number are scattered 
afar. During this last year for the first time 
we received the entire Bible in the Korean 
language. At once we made a special effort 
_ to reach the Korean community, and were for- 
tunate in securing the Rev. Mr. Lee, of the 
Presbyterian Seminary, for this work. Mr. 
_ Lee made a Bible tour of the Korean commu- 
nities in San Francisco, Sacramento, Stockton, 
Alameda, and San Jose, and by correspond- 
ence reached practically all the Koreans on 
the Coast. 

_ There are about athousand Filipinos: on ‘the 
Coast. Most of these are unmarried young 
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men who spend their summers on the salmon 
ships in Alaskan waters. There is no strong 
relationship here in America, and but little 
prejudice against reading the Bible is found 
among them. They make a fruitful soil for 
the sowing of the Word. 

In Oregon Mr. James Ewing, with Port- 
land for his headquarters, thus describes its 
field and its people: 

“My work has covered a very wide field, 
both as to the classes of people reached, na- 
tive and foreign, the well-to-do and the very 
poor, those cultured and 
Christianized, and those 
ignorant and strangers to 
the Bible, and also the large 
area of territory. I have 
worked in the cities, in the 
valleys, along the rivers, 
and in the mountains. As 
a rule the people have been 
respectful and willing to 
listen to the appeal, and ‘I 
wish you much success’ 
and ‘God bless the work’ 
have often been said. It 
has been my effort to get 
the Scriptures into the 
homes of the people of 
foreign tongue. In the 
work of the year we have 
been able to reach a num- 
ber of these, but compared 
with the large field, we 
have but made a beginning. 
The Italian population is especially large and 
to a considerable extent ready to buy Scrip- 
tures. Cases of absolute destitution are very 
infrequent, though they are found, and to the 
colporteur’s joy, a real appreciation that these 
Scriptures could be supplied at so small a 
price or without cost, was manifest. ; 

‘““The rank and file of the common people 
are hungry for or at least open to the recep- 
tion of the words of the Bible. This case is 
typical. I met a stonemason who concluded 
he ought to begin to read and study the Bible, 
as his years were getting pretty high and he 
knew very little of its teachings. Later I met 


-him, and he asked me what I could do or 


offer to him that he might get some better 
understanding of its teachings. He boughta 
four-volume edition. In an eastern Oregon 
town I found a very feeble old woman, smok- 
ing her pipe. She had come from Kentucky, 
living with her son in a very miserably kept 
and little old house. She could not any 
more read her ragged Bible, and her son 
would not. She was pleased and affected to 
tears to have a chapter read. No minister 


had found her.”’ . 
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Washington Workers 


During the first half of 1912 Mr. and Mrs. 
F. E. Smith served as colporteurs in the 
Northwest, with headquarters at Seattle. Dur- 
ing this time they traveled 4,220 miles, vis- 
ited 3,016 families, and supplied 36 Sunday 
schools with the Scriptures, and worked in 
more than a score of languages. 

“In some places we have found families 
without Scriptures who positively refuse to 
have anything to do with the Bible, but again 
we found young people making great sacri- 
fices to get the Scriptures, even in some cases 
where the parents were indifferent. 


Druses 


“One night in the street car, returning 
from Green Lake, several Druses got on the 
car. Knowing me, they immediately sur- 
rounded me, and visited. They read Arabic 
Scriptures which I secured for some of them. 
A Druse sat up all night asa guard over Mrs. 
Smith and me while we were on the Hood 
Canal trip, and at a hotel where the barroom 
was filled with drunken men. I have had 
some interesting experiences with these and 
Mohammedans.”’

With Oregon and Washington as a field, the 
Rev. Andrew Ojala -has worked among the 
Finnish people, and no col- 
porteur has reached more 
nationalities than this ver- 
satile Bible missionary, 
speaking twelve languages 
sufficiently to interest peo- 
ple and sell the Scriptures. 
He has been pre-eminently 
the colporteur of the high- 
ways and low-ways of hu- 
man life. He has searched 
diligently with untiring zeal 
for men without the Book. 
The communities he visited 
were the more neglected 
fields and so far scattered 
that he traveled 4,175 miles, 
and sold 2,528 volumes in 
some twenty-five different 
languages. He says: 


Indians and Fishermen 


“T have been among the 
fishermen along the Colum- 
bia River, down at Astoria, and along the 
coast. I sold a number of family Bibles and 
many small Bibles and some Hindu Testa- 
ments. The Hindus seem to be hungry for 
God’s message. I have found Greeks willing 
to buy the Bible. This last jour- 
ney was one of difficulty, traveling with 
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horses about sixty-five miles, by boat twen- 
ty miles, and by trail over the mountains. 
Here I walked, carrying my Bibles on my 
back. The people said that I was the first 
Bible-man that ever came tosee them. I met 
many Indians. I was able to sell New 
Testaments even to poor Catholic Indians, 
as well as to Americans and Finns. A num- 
ber of these had been without Bibles for 
years. To some who had no money I gave 
the Scripture.’ 


Lumberjacks in Oregon 
Among our correspondents is the Rev. Fred 


W. Davis, an evangelist to the lumbermen of’ 


Oregon. Inwriting for another one thousand 
Gospels to be used in his work, he told the 
following interesting story: 

‘“‘Four months ago I was in one of Mr. 
Smith’s lumber camps. I met a lumberjack 
that was down and out. He had been drink- 
ing, and begged me for the price of a meal. 


Needed S. S. S. 


“I sized the man up and saw that he was 
in the need of the three S’s, Soup, Soap, and 
Salvation. Soup to fill himup; Soap toclean 
him up; and Salvation to keep him up. I 
tried to have him supplied with all three. On 
leaving him, I gave him a little Gospel of 
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John and marked eleven verses in it. I did 


not see him again until four months after. 


One Sunday morning in one of the lumber 


camps I was rounding up my congregation 


from the shacks. I found this man in one of 


the shacks reading the very same Gospel that 


Thad given him four monthsago. He seemed 
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changed and told me that he had memorized 


every one of the eleven verses that I had 
marked in the Gospel. 


**Say, Parson”’ 


‘““He went to the service with me, and at 
the close of the service he got up and said, 
“Say, Parson, I would like to say a word.’ 
He came forward and said: ‘ Boys, you know 
what I was four months ago, a drunken bum, 
down and out. This man met me and gave 
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me a meal, but best of all he gave me a little 
Gospel of John. He marked some verses 
in these which I memorized, and through the 
little book I have found Tight, And this is 
what it has done for me.’ And he drew out 
of his pocket a bank-book and showed the 
boys his account of $165 in the bank, his say- 
ings for the past four months, 

‘At the close of that service thirty-eight 


lumberjacks came forward for Gospels of St. 
Onn. 


From the Seat of War in the Balkans 


E are again in receipt of letters from 

Mr. Cassapi and Mr. Shahbazian of our 

Constantinople Agency, giving some very 

interesting facts from the field of war in the 
Balkans: 


I have great hopes that as soon as the war 
comes to an end greater and wider doors 
shall be opened for the work we are engaged 
in, and we must be ready to take up the work 
with greater enthusiasm and loyalty through 
the grace of the Master. 

Before the war broke out we had prepared 
some Bibles for our districts in Turkey and 
Bulgaria, and as soon as opportunity was 
presented we sent to be distributed among 
Turkish prisoners of war, as well as Bul- 
garian soldiers, to Salonica, 3,555 Bibles and 
portions; to Sofia, vza Varna, 10,410; to 
Philippopolis, again vza Varna, 4,510. If 
mew demands come from these places we 
shall be able to send more. I wish we could 
have found means to send some to Rodosto 
and Adrianople. 

The fact is that since the mobilization of 
the Balkan States began there was practically 
little or no work done in our district of Eu- 
ropean Turkey outside the city of Constan- 
tinople. In conformity with instructions re- 
ceived from Dr. Bowen, we wrote to all our 
colporteurs to give Scriptures free to soldiers, 
prisoners, refugees, and others; but up to

this day we have heard nothing in response 
from our men in Adrianople and Rodosto. 
The Asia Minor colporteurs are going on as 
usual with no great impediments to their 
work, excepting one or two cases of isolated 
opposition here and there from ignorant or 
fanatical people. Our colporteurs in Smyrna, 
Samsoon, Trebizond, and Mersine have done 
some work among soldiers, but not of any 
great importance, because there were not 
many troops stationed in those seaports, and 
those that passed on their way to the capital 
could not easily be approached. Some work 
was done in Constantinople, and is still being 
done, though always with difficulty. 

Our colporteurs always seize the oppor- 
tunity to approach soldiers, especially in the 
streets, as they know by experience that they 
are not welcome visitors in barracks or hos- 
pitals. We have just sent nineteen boxes of 
Scriptures to Bulgaria for free distribution. 
We had them ready for shipment since the 
beginning of December, but it was impossible 
to send them, as the roads in Bulgaria were 
closed to ali kinds of goods. We also sent 
some time ago three boxes to Salonica, where 
the distribution of Scriptures is done under 
the supervision of gentlemen of the American 
Mission. A common complaint from our 
colporteurs in Asia Minor is that sales of 
Scriptures cannot be made owing to the great 
financial distress of the population.

Mr.McKee 
comes from good stock, his father being a 
retired Presbyterian minister. His wife was 
also consecrated to the missionary field.

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By the courtesy of Zhe Congregationalist and 
Christian World we are able to reproduce a 
facsimile of an autograph from Sven Hedin, a 
Swedish explorer who recently crossed the 
forbidden line in Tibet. 

It reads as follows: 


“Without a strong and resolute belief in 
God and in His almighty protection I should 
not have been able to live alone in Asia’s 
wildest regions for twelve years. During all 
my journeys the Bible has always been my 
best lecture and company.”’ 


THE following letter from the Rev. Thomas 
J. Finney, a missionary of the United Pres- 
byterian Board in Alexandria, Egypt, touches 
a side of the Balkan war of great importance. 
The Moslem world—who can predict how it 
will change within the next decade? What 
has happened in China mutatis mutandis may 
happen there. 

“The misfortunes of war in the Balkans 
are awakening our Moslems inEgypt to realize 
that they are losing their power. It is pa- 
thetic sometimes to see how sad they are. It 
is specially interesting to see so many of 
them coming to us these times for Bible 
study. Very large meetings among-them’‘are 
going on just now in Cairo.”’ 


Davin BELasco says: ‘‘ The Bible is indis- 
pensable because without its influence one can 
scarcely conceive of the existence of either 
English literature, music, or painting. For 
this reason it must be named first. Shakes- 
_ peare comes next, not only because he is the 
\ master poet of the English tongue, but the 
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master psychologist of the Anglo-Saxon char- 
acter as well. The poems of Milton I would 
place third, not only because Lycidas is the 
greatest poem in our language, but because 
in ‘ Paradise Lost’ the matchless poet master 
shrined for all time what we may call for want 
of a better name, the Anglo-Saxon con- 
science.”’ ‘

It is pleasant to notice that gifts from the 
living have all increased during the year as 
compared with last year, so that there is a to- 
tal increase of $19,583.62.

Tue Society suffered a great loss in the 
death of the Rev. Geo. E. Farnam, the Agency 
Secretary at Denver, Colo. We have been 
unable to present these details concerning his 
life before: 

Born September 20, 1871, at La Crosse, 
Wis., he was from earliest days brought up 
under the influence of a Puritan mother and 
church surroundings, studying in the public 
schools and Ripon College. 

Owing to the fact of his mother being an 
invalid, which required his presence at home, 
he worked for a number of years for a rail- — 
road company, both on the road and in the 
office of general superintendent of the com- 
pany. ; : 

The passion for the preaching of the gos- 
pel was early felt, and when not more than — 
seventeen years of age he occasionally went 
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into country districts to hold special meet- 
ings. This led to his decision to enter the 
ministry, and a clear and urgent call to a pas- 
torate. 

He served in but two pastorates. The first 
was at Ithaca, Wis., a home missionary field, 
where he served not quite two years. The 
second was at Oshkosh, where he labored 
nearly twelve years. The last pastorate was 
marked by two features: first, successful 
work among young people to such an extent 
that some referred to the church as a young 
people’s church; second, emphasis upon Bible 
study and the place of the Bible in private 
and church life. Many of the prayer meet- 
ings were Bible studies, and as pastor he con- 
ducted what was calleda students’ Bible class, 
made up largely from the student body of the 
State Normal School. This class at times had 
over fifty members. 

He was for a number of years President of 
Wisconsin State Christian Endeavor Union, 
and held places on various committees of 
State Congregational Association.

It was voted to authorize the executive 
officers to grant Scriptures to the destitute in 
the regions devastated by floods with a gen- 
erosity which rises to the need. 

A vote of thanks was extended to the 
Maryland Auxiliary Bible Society for its de- 
cision to pay $10,000 toward the expense 
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of the new edition of the Arabic Reference 
Bible. 

The Secretaries announced the following 
consignments to Foreign Agencies during the 
month of March: 

To Brazil, 12,850 volumes, valued at 
$1,049.49; to Central America, 1,995 vol- 
umes, valued at $204.06; to China, 1 volume, 
valued at $7.50; to Mexico, 4,822 volumes, 
valued at $954.64; to West Indies, 3,130 vol- 
umes, valued at $665.87. Total volumes 
22,798, valued at $2,881.56. 

The Treasurer announced that the total 
number of volumes issued from the Bible 
House during the year ending March 31, 
1913, was 2,107,859. 

Scriptures issued from the Bible House dur- 
ing the month of March were 155,642 volumes.
